ELECTRICITY FROM ETHER 
IS DECLARED A CERTAINTY. 


Whitney Theory That He Can Reach Be- 
"yond the Atmosphere from Pike’s 
Peak Is Indorsed. 


Denver, Colo., Sept. 21.—[Special.]—Albert 

Gallatin Whitney is expected by people here 
to demonstrate the fallacy of the Newtonian 
theory of gravitation by projecting into 
etheric. space a huge magnet, which will 
reach a height where the attraction of the 
earth is overcome and the pull is the other 
way, so that the magnet will have to be 
chained down to prevent it being pulled from 
the earth. — 
F. X. Schoonmaker of Chicago, who has 
been testing Whitney’s theory, of getting 
electricity from the ether, expects to be in 
Colorado in three weeks. Honoré Palmer of 
Chicago is said to be one of the capitalists 
who will back the scheme. Fully $56,000,- 
000 will be available, and the work will begin 
at once. 

In talking of the results of his investiga- 
tion Mr. Schoonmaker speaks with reserve, 
stating that it ts the result of his labors, 
paid for by those who sent him here. He 
said: 


“ There has been a great contention among 
scientists regarding the thickness of the at- 
mosphere shrouding the earth. By many 
it was said to be 500 miles thick. At Pike's, 
peak it was believed to be fifty miles in 
thickness. 

‘Mr. Whitney stated, as one of his sixty 
assertions régarding the conditions on Pike’s 
peak, that the shroud of atmosphere was not 
more than four miles thick there. That I 
find to be correct. : : 
|“ Mr. Whitney proposes to fire a cylinder 
into the air above Pike’s peak, and the cyl- 
inder. will contain a magnet, a coil of strong 
copper wire, and a time clock. When the 
height of two miles is reached the clock will 
open\the cylinder and the wire will begin 
falling,. uncoiling as the magnet ascends, 
and finally the magnet will reach the ether 
and be held there while the end of the coil 
of wire touches the earth. It is possibile to 
make connection with the simplest ma- 


echinery. 

“ When the iron touches the ether it will 
become ltiminous and remain there. What 
we will want is a gun that will shoot four 
miles above the peak. 

“The plan is entirely feasible. A practical

The employers haye been preparing for 
the conflict for months, All the employers’ 
associations that have been formed in the 
last year. have been. pledged to the “ open 
shop,” and the contracts made with the work- 
ers by these associations have included a 
clause providing for freedom of employment. 

The W. A. Miler episode in the govern- 
ment printing office has done much to hasten 
the conflict. The action of the National As- 
sociation of Marble” Dealers, who closed 
their plants yesterday ‘to reopen them on 
Thursday as “‘ open shops,’’ has precipitated 

Workers Preparing to Fight. 

But, while the employers have been laying 
been idle... That they are fully aware of the 
progress of the “open shop” doctrine was 


evidenced by the resolution ‘introduced on | 


Sunday in the Chicago Federation of Labor 
by John Fitspatrick, general organizer. 
“My resolution was a notice served on the 
employers: that we are not sleeping,” Fitz- 
patrick said. “By cunningly drawn con- 
tracts, by damage suits, and by lockouts they 
are planning to disrupt the unions. To meet 
this attack we must insist on contracts as we 
want them, without any‘ open shop,’ ‘ no dis- 
crimination,’ or ‘no .sympathetic’ strike 
clauses, ér we will have no contracts at all.” 
As the situation is today in Chicago, most 
of the old organizations have “\ closed shop "’ 
agreements. In many Instances the sympa- 
thetic strike is forbidden. The newer unions, 
however, have not been able to force the 
‘closed shop ’’ on the employers as a rule. 
This is so because the Employers’ associa- 
tion has taken a hand in the newer. settle- 
Conditions in Various Trades. 
At the end of the lockout of the building | 
trades in the spring of 1900 an agreement was, 
put most of the trades which 
is st ered to. It states that union men. 
are to be hired whenever they shall be evail- 
able. This has amounted, in practice, to a 
“closed shop” rule. The carpenters have 
a closer agreement providing that union and 
nonunion craftsmen shall not be asked to 
work side by side. | 
The teamsters have “ close" agreements. 
and even go further with exclusive contracts, 
in many instances, by which the men bind 
themselves to work for certain enumerated 
employers only. 
‘In the metal trades a somewhat different 


elation hag a joint agreement with the ma- 
chinists and various branches of the workers 
in which these words appear: “ Freedom of 
émployment of labor and the right of organ- 
ization is recognized by both parties.” 

In the sto¢kyards freedom of employment | 
is generally granted. 

Among the crafts allied with the Associated 
Building Trades committed to the “ closed 
shop’ are the following: Sheet meta! work- 
ers, architectural iron workers, structural 
iron workers, electrical workers, boiler 
makers arMi iron shipbuilders, cement fin- 
ishers, gasfitters, glaziers, hodcarriers, 
marble workers, paper hangers, painters,.

Wouldn't it be possible for the City rail-' 
way company to follow the example of the 
police force a ve its general orders en- 
forced judiciogsly For instance, there 
seems to be an order to the effect that trans- 
Wers shall be issued only at the precise time 
When fares are paid.

EW ZEALAND AND 

New Zealand is troubled with trusts and 
combines which devour the substance of 
the people. ‘The colonial government has 
drafted a bill for their suppression. It pro- 
vides for the establishment of a monopolies 
eourt of three judges. It is to be given full 


» power to investigate all complaints that 


prices have been raised by the machinery 
of trusts. It will have authority to call 
before it the responsible parties when there 
is @& general advance in the price of com- 
| modities and compel them to show how far 


the opinion of the court that they are not 
justified it willimpose heavy penalties upon 
them. 
The New Zealanders have a firm belief, 


=ownich is shared by few outside the colony, 


in their ability te settie the most intricate 
ana perplexing economic questions. It is 
nemsiple that they believe they have found 
® gure cure for trusts and will try it. If 
they do, and announce that trusts have been 
extiiguished in New Zealand, some of the 
American opponents of the industrial mo- 
hopolics will begin appealing to congress to 
try the new remedy here. 

There are many persons who would be 
greatly pleased to see trust magnates—the 


barons, for instanee—forced to appear 


before inflexible judges and tell why they 
raise the price of anthracite with relentless 
fegularity. They and other chiefs of com- 
binés would be hard put to it to devise rea- 
tons which would satisfy‘an impartial and 
intelligent court. But there are constitution- 
a) difficulties in the way of the establish- 
ment of a monopolies court or courts—for 
many would be needed to attend to.all the 
somplaints that would be made. If there 
were such courte it would not be easy to 
find competent judges—men who could de- 
termine accurately the just prices of hun- 
dreds of preducts.

Probably the 
medieval penalties would terrify the most 
hardened monopolist of this day, but not 
even the bitterest enemy of trusts would 
think of imposing them. 


A CHILDISH PROGRAM. 

There will be in attendance at the coun- 
cil meeting next Monday a large delegation 
of working men, or their representatives, 
armed with a traction program which they 
| will ask the aldermen to adopt. The pro- 
gtam is that the privileges of the sfreet car 
companies be not extended; that fhe street 
car service be immediately improved 
“under the power vested in the council”; 
and that the Mueller law be submitted to 
popular vote and immediate preparations 
be. made for municipal ownership. 


gtown men. It embodies the unworkable 
netions of cranks and whimsical fellows 
who know nothing of the situation. No in- 
telligent man will counsel immediate prep- 
aration for municipal ownership when the 
immediate acquisition of the roads by the 
city is impossible. It may be possible twen- 
ty years hence, but it will not be possibile 
within the next ten years.

can pay for the roads with the “ street 
railway certificates” authorized by the 
Mueller law. It would be well to ask the 
_traction companies whether they are will- 
ing to take them, and to ask the lawyers 
whether the companies, if unwilling, can be 
forced to take them. 

The council canndt, while denying the 
traction companies an extension of their 
, privileges, force, them to give the public the 
good service which is so much needed. The 
working men are great sufferers from the 
bad service. They are forced to spend too 
much time in going to and returning from 
} work. They have to hang on to overcrowd- 
ed ears and imperil their lives. Yet their 
‘representatives are to go before the council 
to ask for a continuance of present disa- 
greeable and dangerous conditions. — 

The program of the council! is to extend 
the privileges of the traction companies, 
provided they will pay the city adequate 
compensation and comply with the other re- 
‘quirements which will be insisted on. When 
the companies acquiesce they will set to. 
work ‘at once to spénd several million dol- 
lars to improve their service. A large part 
of the money will go to Chicago working 
men. Its expenditure by the companies 
will give the working men the better service 
they need. 

Yet men who represent, or pretend to 
‘the working men are about to 
ask the council to break off negotiations 
with the traction companies, to throw the 
traction question into the courts and keep 
it there for several years, while the service 
is worsening instead of bettering, and the 
city is kept out of revenue it ought to have. 
A more puerile program than the one which 
is to be presented to the council next week 
hardly can be devised. 


: SOUSA AND RAG TIME. 

John Philip Sousa, the band leader, in an 
interview says: “ Rag time is an established 
feature of American music; it will never 
\ die any more than ‘ Faust’ and the great 
operas will die. It is just as popular every- 
where as it ever was, and I see no reason 
why it should not remain in favor as long 
as music is played.” This demonstrates 
that Mr. Sousa is better as a band master 
than as a musical observer. | 

There is’ no feature of American music 
that is “ established,” for there is no Amer- 
ican music. There is no feature of music 
that is established. In music fashions 
change with each generation. Sometimes 
they change many times in a generation. 
In nothing is the popular taste more fickle 
than in music. Where are the old madrigals, 
and glees, and catches? Where is the old 
“penny royal”? Where are the old time 
negro melodies? Where are the old senti- 
mental songs and descriptive ballads? 
Where is the old piano program music? 
Mr. Sousa says “rag time will never die 


| any more than ‘ Faust ’ and the great operas 


will die.” But where; Mr. Sousa, are 
Norma,” and “ Lucia,” and Robert the 
Devil,” and “Semiramide,” and “ Cener- 
entola,” and the “ Barber of Seyille, ” and 
“ Dinorah,” and “ Masaniello,” and * Will- 
iam Tell,” and “Trovatore,” and “ Hr- 
nani,” and scores more of operas once con- 
sidered great? And does not Mr, Sousa 
know that all of Gounod’s operas are dead, 
save “ Romeo and Juliet” and “ Faust,” 
and that these two already have received 
the. final summons to retire to the shelf and 
gather dust? 

Mr. Sousa’s “ Smoky Moke ” and “ Geor- 
gia Campmeeting ” may last a little longer, 
for it is the day of the rag time, the two- 
step, and the coon song, but the musica] 
comedy, itself Wearing out, has given them 
their finishing blow, aud they will soon pass 
and be forgotten. Mr. Sousa can “see no 
reason why it should not remain in favor 
as long as music is played.” “ The wish is 
father to the thought.” Mr. Sousa would 
not like to see rag time go. His royalties 
from its manufacture are too sumptuous, 


A FORTUNE WELL USED.

It is a granite bowlder, 
something more than six feet tall and three 
feet square, and beurs on one side of its tap 
a rudely carved portrait of the Indian chief 
Wau » who in the earliest days of the 
frontie¢ fort often showed bimself a good 
friend of the whita man. 

It you want to see the Waubansee stone, ne, go 
over on the north side, walk up North State 
street to Huron, turn to the east and go as 
far as‘old Pine street, row Lihcoln Park 
boulevard; then turn to the south, and about 
three doors from the corner, in the yard at 
the side of the house numbered‘104 Lincoln 
Park boulevard, you will see a fountain built 
up of big pieces of carved stone, piled in a 
rough pyramid, In the center of this pyramid. 
and projecting for some distance above it is 


the Waubansee stone, the same great 
bowlder which lay inside the stockade when 


of which Daniel Webster, the “ godlike 
Daniel,” predicted, in 1837, the future great- 
ness of the swatnpy village which he was 
then visiting for the first time. 

On one side of the great stone is still plainiy 
visible the carved likeness of Waubansee, 
the chieftain, if indeed it be his portrast, for 
some historians are inclined to the belief that 
the stone is much older than that. 


In fact, around the ancient and long 
neglected bowlder has raged an historic eon- 
troversy which divided tocal antiquerians 


into a number of opposing schools. As to 


the authenticity of the stone there has never 


ben a question. The difference is as to its 
origin and the usee to which it was originally 


. devoted. 


In the top of the Waubansee stone is a deep 
and rounded hollow. One school of histo- 
rians holds to the belief that this hollow was 
originally made by the Indians, and that it 
was used for years before the white men 
came to raise a rude log fort as a mortar in 
which the patient Indian squaws, using an- 
other smaller stone as a pestle, grouhd the 
maize, or Gian core, into for the bak- 
ing of cakes. 

This same schoo! is also of the opinion that 
the rough carving of the head of Waubansee 
was made by one of the early regular soldiers 
at the fort, with the idea of pleasing the vid 
chief—and there seems to be some reason 
for taking this view of the situation. 

On the other hand, the second school of 


historians and antiquarians is convinéed 


that the so-called Waubansee stone dates 
back hundreds and perhaps even thousands 
of years before even Father Marquette first 
visited the site of Chicago in 1673. They see

LESSON NO. 61.—The Changed Atti 
Towards Homemaking. — 


N no place have the changes of the nine- 
teenth century been so apparent as in 
the home. It is not beyond the memory 
of the oldest inhabitant when the home 
was a manufactory of all the necessities 

as well as comforts of life. The head of the 
household had to superintend the shearing 
of the wool, carding, weaving, and finally 
the making of the blankets, rugs, stockings, 
clothing that served the entire family. A 
woman's life was indeed a busy one in those 
Gays. Little by little these industries were 
removed from the home to the large factory. 
Then came time for other things—woman 
demanded higher education, and one by one 
schools were opened tg her. 

Education was a’cut and dried thing; men 
had had this higher education for years, and 
generously shared what they had with 
women. It never seemed to occur to any- 
one that women were of another sex and 
higher education for women might 
planned along lines more in touch with their 
natural lives. | 


From the time when, according to Kip- 


ling, the first woman found a nice dry cave 


and said to the wild man, *“* Now wipe your 
feet, dear, when you come, and we will keep 
house,"’ down to the present day women have 
been the natural homemakers. Unfortunate- 
ly, however, the modern scheme of education 
has taken no thought of this. Our public 
schools have trained women to be clerks, 
bookkeepers, typewriters, but not one word 
has been said of homemaking from start to 
finish. We have trained our girls just as we 
have our boys, and now on all sides we 
have sad results. ae 

Men are complaining that women are tak- 


ing their place in the business world. Fewer 


men can afford to support a modern girl | 


as a wife, for she knows nothing of what 
should be her business, homemaking, and 


wastes money sadly while trying to learn. - 


Girls have imbued the idea that homemaking 
is undignified and beneath an educated per- 
s0n, 80 we have the almost unsolvable prob- 
lem of how to get trained scientific help in 
our households. 
During the formative period in a girl’s life 
she is under such pressure to keep up with 
the modern scheme of education that she 
has no time to learn home duties. With 
mistaken kindness the modern mother bears 
the burden alone, hoping when the long 
study hours are a thing of the past her 
daughter will learn of her how to manage 
the house. How often do we hear ofa young 
bride, ‘‘She is going to housekeeping; she 


does not know a thing about it, can't even | 


cook a meal,"’ and how seldom do we hear of 
the groom, “ He knows nothing of business, 
Can't earn a penny.” Why should one state- 
ment be more acceptable than the other? 
It should be just as much a woman’s pride 
to know how to manage a home as it ts a 
man’s to know how to provide for that home. 
A man would not dream of turning his 
business over to a clerk, yet many a woman 
depends on ignorant foreigners to manage 
the household and even to raise her children. 


Within the last few years, however, a pro- 
test against this state of affairs has arisen. 
We begin to realize that homemaking is a 
science which demands scientific knowledge 
and training, and on all sides domestic science 
schools are providing the training so eagerly 
sought. The noblest work is being done in 
our public schools where girls from all classes 
in life during their most impressionable 
years, are being taught the beauty of home- 
making.

Onion soup, one of the choicest of choice 
vegetable soups, is made by slicing thin three 


large onions and frying to a bright brown in 
a large spoonful of butter. When brown add 
half a teacup of flour and stir constantly until 
red. Then pour in slowly one pint boiling 
water, stirring steadily until all is in. Boil 
and mash fine four large potatoes and stir 
into one quart boiling milk, taking care there 
are no lumps. Add this to the fried onions, 
with one teaspoon of salt and half a teaspoon 
white pepper. Let all boil five minutes 
and serve with toasted or fried bread. 

For baked onions boil them half an hour in 
equal quantities of skim milk and water, al- 
lowing one quart of each for about a dozen 
onions. Lay in a buttered baking dish and 
pour overa dressing made by heating one cup 
of milk, a spoonful butter, half a teaspoonful 
salt, and a dash of pepper. Over all lay 
bread crumbs and bits of butter and bakean 
hour. Salt onions while boiling. 

For stuffed onions, which are as good as you 
can make them, cook ten or twelve onions in 
salted water about an hour, changing water 
twice, drain and cool; take out the center of 
each without disturbing the outside layers, 
add six mushrooms, sautéd five minutes in 
butter, half a cup of chicken, veal, or ham, 
chop the whole, add half cup fresh bread 
grated, and cream, stock, or sauce to mix, 
season with salt, pepper, and butter, and fill 
into onions. Place in buttered baking dish, 


crumbs, stirred into one-fourth cup melted 
butter, bake about twenty minutes, basting 
occasionally with a little butter melted in

I must tell you of a little business woman in 
Chicago who Is a little wonder in the way 
she manages her work. She is out all day, 
yet her flat is as neat as a pin and her meals 
are delicious. She says her golden rule in 
housekeeping is a place for everything and 
everything in its place. As soon as she uses 
anything she puts it right away. 

And now for her system of work, for, ac- 
cording to her, everything depends upon sys- 
tem, and the women whose work is never 
done usually lack system. As soon as she 
rises she throws up her windows and puts 
the bed to air, then she makes and eats her 
breakfast, and clears the — and washes 
any especially fine bit o ina she might 
have had on the table and putsitaway.

BETS AT GRAVESEND, 


RICH QUICE WINS A 
LARGE SUM IN THE RING. 


He Places meus ef Dollars 
on Stamping Ground and Embar- 
rassment, Both of Which Win-—OCon- 
trols George Considine’s Book, Al- 
though Not Allowed toe Put Up a 
Slate for Himself —John A. Drake 
Loses Big Wager on High Chancellor 


New York, Sept. 21.—{Special.J—John J. 
Ryan, the get rich quick man who won $90,000 
at Gravesend on Saturday, was again in 
evidence at the track today, cleaning up an- 
other small fortune. 

Ryan is causing a tremendous sensation 
among the layers these days—so much so 
that most of them dread to see him coming 
down the line. 

Many curious persons hunted him up today 
just to “ get a look.’ Ryan was behind the 
pook run by George F. Considine in one cor- 
ner of the ring, nearest the field. He wore 

a light check suit, black derby hat, white 
shirt, and black silk tie, in which nestled his 
famous diamond headlight. He smoked fat 
cigars one after another and was constantly 
in conversation with men known to possess 
racetrack wisdom. 

Ryan is not permitted to make a book him- 
self, but regarding Considine’s 
word is law. 

It was not until the hid enna that Ryan 
began to make the other layers squirm. He 
believed Stamping Ground had the others 
beaten and proceeded to bet $6,000 on her at 
8 tol. When the filly landed the race Ryan, 
with $40,000 in hand, took matters easy until 
the fifth event, when he got ready to unbelt 
on Newton Bennington’s Embarrassment. 
He ordered Considine to hold this colt out in 
his book and then went around the ring, 
betting $1,000 at a clip. It is estimated he 
got $80,000 down at an average of 6 to 5, 
clearing $37,000 to the race. It ia common 
talk since Friday that Ryan won close to 
$150,000 from the ground, while his book 
showed a profit of large dimensiona, too. 

While Ryan occupied the center of the 
stage all afternoon, John A. Drake excited 
much comment by a big plunge on his colt 
High Chancellor in the last race. High 
Chancellor opened at 5 to 1, and it is said 
nearly $35,000 was placed before the price 
dropped to threes. Drake stood to win over 
$100,000, but Mamie Worth upset his plan, 
beating the Drake colt a length. 

E. R. Thomas was another heavy bettor. 
He won $30,000, it is said, on St. Valentine in 
the first race, but was a loser to the fifth.

“TRANSFERRED TO CHICAGO.
